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This  bibliography  addresses  published  works  on  the  Santa 
Monica  Mountains .  The  scope  of  this  list  includes  topics  ranging 
from  the  existing  alpine  flora  and  fauna  to  the  present  patterns 
of  land  use  in  the  Santa  Monica 's . 

This  list  of  references  was  obtained  through  a  literature 
survey  c onducted  under  the  1UMIS  (Land  Use  Management  Information 
System)  Project,  a  joint  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory-Los  Angeles 
City  Planning  Department  task  to  inventory  the  Santa  Monica 
Mountains  of  Los  Angeles  City.  This  bibliography  is  a  result 
of  the  LUMIS  staff's  efforts  to  acquaint  itself  with  current 
and  historic  information  concerning  this  unique  and  threatened 
natural  resource. 
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
